Tho bird is an ugly graj- one, with red 
markings, and sat upon its porch gazing 
with calm seorn upon the screeching mass 
o£ green younc ones crowded Into tho 
boxos on tho floor, Mr. Burns has had 
this bird for thirty years, nnd it Isn't for 
salo at any prico, but 5250 Is about what it 
is fairly worth, according to parrot ox- 
ports. This is protty high for a parrot, 
but not higher than man}' of. them have 
been sold for. Tho value of parrots, how- 
ovor, is in a majority of cases Hxod a groat 
deal according to tho whim of the ownors, 
as tho birds generally attain most of 
thoir accomplishments while in tbe hands 
of persons who koop thorn and valuo them 
as pats and not as merchandise. 
Really 


pood parrots aro hard to get, although 
thero are 30,000 of the birds imported Into 
this city every yoar. Thoy can not bo 
bred here. Thoy art; brought in chiefly by 
dealers, who stvud thoir agents to South 
America to get tho Ulrds nnd attend them 
on tho passage hither. 
Nearly one-third 


of those imported die on, tho dealers' hands.

Arrayed in thes» 
garments the convict is assigned to his 
eel!, and tbe next day after his arrival is 
given a certain work. Tho clothing worn 
by tho convict to tbo prison is nover re- 
turned to him, but when his time expires 
ho is given a suit mado at tho prison and 
a 
reasonable- 
amount 
of 
money 
to 


cany him to his journey's end. 
>"o news- 


papers are given to a convict, but all such 
sent by friends are stopped by the deputy 
warden at the otilco and carefully placed 
in a waste-paper baskot. 
Occasionally a 


religious paper is given to them, and even 
tbo most hardened criminal in tbo institu- 
tion reads every word in it, not with this 
intention oC receiving any spiritual benefit, 
but simply that it is a newspaper aud camo 
from the outside world. 
Iho convicts aro 


still employed in making clothing. A mar- 
ket for those goods is found in tho far AV ost 
and Southwest, and about four hundred 
suits aro turned out daily, which aro 
guaranteed to "fit like tbe paper on tba 
wall." At tho workshop tho men aro al- 
lowed to talk with those working alongside 
o£ them, but in a low tonu of voice. Conse- 
quently, when a now arrival conies in, the 
following nuestious are always put to him: 
"Hollo, Johnny, what's your name? Whoro 
did you come from? How long are you in 
for? and what's the jacket?" (meaning his 
crime). Then ho is questioned as to events 
in tho outside world. 
His answers aro 


passed up and kowu tho long line o£ ta- 
bles, aud soon every convict in the prison 
has his "pedigree." 
At 0:30 a. m. tho 


prison bell is sounded and all bauds 
make ready 
for 
their day's 
work. 


Breakfast is served in the colls, after which 
they are marched to tho workshop, whero 
they remain until 11 :V>. They then march 


m, to their dinner, which is placed in pans, 
J403 and return to tbe shop, whero it Is eaten. 


At six thoy enter tho cells, aud soon after 
"lights out" is sounded, and they retire. A 
certain, amount of work is laid out for each 
man for tho day, and throe-fourths of them 
aro able to fiuish it by two or three o'clock 
in tbo afternoon, after which they may re- 
turn to their cells for tho balance of tho 
day. 
When marching to or from meals or 


the workshop, should a conviot speak with 
another, or chance to look at a visitor, li« ] 
JS either placed in the dark cell and given 
a gill of water n.nd a small slice of bread 
daily, with a stone floor for a bed, or ho is 
taken to tho guard-house and strung up 
by tbo wrists. Ono dose of the latter med- 
icine generally lasts tho convict some 
time. Tho punishment is one in which tho 
olloiider is huus up by tho wrists by a 
strong catgut cord. By his side stands 
tho prison doctor, who holds a watch 
in his hand and keeps his oyo on tho 
lace oC the convict. After hanging a min- 
ute tho fingers turn black, and later tho 
prisoner loses consciousaess and his head 
drops over on his breast. At the instant 
he is lot down on tho floor, a bucket of wa- 
ter is dashed in his face, and upon his com- 
ing to he is taken back to his cell to recover 
his strength. Hardly any prisoner, espe- 
cially if ho is a heavy person, can stand It 
to bo Lung up over two rninutss, and no 
keeper will RO on with the punishment un- 
less tho physician is standing by. About 
thoiolliest convict in tho prison is one who 
is now allowed tho liberty of tending to 
tho big prison-gate. The man bas about 
completed a sentence of fifteen years, and 
has only about litty days yet to serve. 
Thero are times when ho could easily open 
tbo gate and walk into the street, but that 
would be of little benefit to him, as certain 
capture wonld follow. A standing offer of, 
fifty dollar is made by the State for tho re- 
turn of an 
escaped monvict, and the 


Frenchmen who live in that locality al- 
ways keep a sharp eye on tho prison walls 
and surrounding country. 
tEmmott O'iiL'ill, of Schonectady, is the 
book-keeping for tho workshop, i having 
succeeded Eev.
